‘“‘Were in German Code.” 

New York, Sept. 9.—Baron Akerhielm, 
chargé d'affaires of the Swedish legation 
in the United States, who arrived here, 
today from Washington, has requested 
the Associated Press to make public the 
following statement : 

“ The statement I made yesterday to a 
representative of the press has not been 
quite correctly reproduced in the papers. 

“The main point as far as Sweden is 
concerned has been entirely lost. 

“TI especially wished to have pointed 
out that when I saw the secretary of 
state on Saturday I was told that the 
telegrams that were forwarded by the 
Swedish minister resident at Buenos 
Aires for the German chargé d’affaires 
were in German code. This is sufficient 
proof that the Swedish minister resident 
did not know their contents.”

“Mr. Tracy Drake, president of the 
Blackstone Hotel company, has invited 
us to dine every night. He also bought 
our breakfasts and paid the bills of 
some of us at the Y. M. C. A. hotel. 
But this sort of thing must be getting 
Monotonous for Mr. Drake, and we 
wish the state would send around a 
e hard tack and a few bed quilts.”

We shall with- 
out doubt have an entirely new minis- 
try in a few days. Ribot can count on 
his eventual successors to prevent him 
from succeeding in the replastering | 
process. We should like to be equally 
sure of having a government.” 

The political sky is darkened by the 
desperate situation in Russia.

Enlightened labor leaders have won the grat- 
itude of the country for thelr support of the gov- 
ernment. They have given efficient and valuable 
co6peration in nearly every branch of war ac- 
tivity.

But there are many differences between em- 
ployers and employés that remain to be settied.

Several important associations of business men 
are urging the council of national defense to call 
a conference of representatives of employers and 
employés to lay out a working plan for the settie- 
ment of all disputes. It is proposed to establish a 
tribunal for the adjustment of grievances: a tri- 
bunal entpowered to render final and binding de- 
cisions during the period of the war.

PRUSSIAN DIPLOMACY. 

The Luxburg communications present about as 
discreditable a view of German diplomatic morals 
as the war has revealed. The apparent complicity 
of the Swedish foreign office, or at least of ceftain 
officials in that service, both at Buenos Aires and 
at Stockholm, gives the affair a very grave turn; 
but our first reaction will be that of disgust at 
the counsel of secret murder given by the German 
representative with evident confidence that coun-!} 
sel of this sort will be acceptable in the Wil- 
helmstrasse. 
We recommend ‘the moral situation here ex- 
posed to the consideration of the partisans of 
Germany in this country. The destruction of a 
few small Argentine ships and a few lives may 
be a small thing in the logic of force, but to the 
civilized world it will loom large as proof of the 
necessity of destroying a system which can be 
guilty of it. An international morale of this sort 
would put the world back into the jungle. 
As to the immediate diplomatic consequences of 
this disclosure, they are chiefly tmportant as they 
are to reveal the actual purposes of Sweden, long 
suspected of being a covert ally of Germany, or 
at least a very friendly and helpful neutral. Ar- 
gentina, in self-respect, can hardly fail to show 
its resentment in some substantial manner, and 
we might expect her/to break off relations with 
both governments in view of so startling a revela- 
tion of German intrigue and truculent deceit. 
What assurances from the Wilhelmstrasse can 
be taken seriously? 
the defeat of German militarism as much as that 
of any nation on the western hemisphere, and 
she ought now to be ready to help in the task. 

Whether Sweden will now be thrust openly into 
the war on Germany’s side remains to be seen.

JUDGE MACK ON INSURANCE. 
Washington, D. C., Sept. 4.—United 
States Circuit Court of Appeals.—[Edi- 
tor of The Tribune, }]—Permit me to point 
out that’ the compensation and insurance 
act now before congress expressly meets 
the one suggestion which you make in 
your very generous editorial of Aug. 30. 
The policies are payable only in in- 
stallments. This is expressly provided 
in the bill itself, and cannot be changed 
by any subsequent regulations. This 
provision was inserted for the very rea- 
son stated by you—the grave danger of 
the dissipation of a lump sum. 
The $10,000 maximum provided for in 
the bill would yield from $50 to $60 a 
month, over a period of twenty years. 
As one of the main objects of the in- 
surance provision is to avert the possi- 
ble future clamor for service pensions 
by enabling our fighting forces at this 
time to guard against the perils of the 
future in the true American spirit of 
self-reliance and self-protection through 
insurance, {t is highly important that 
the maximum of $10,000 be retained and 
be not reduced to $5,000 as recommended 
by the house committee in reporting the 
bill. 

I trust that the measure in its original 
form may continue to have your hearty 
support, and that its prompt enactment 
may be strongly urged, so that the men 
this day called out to service may leave 
their homes and their families with the 
certainty that a great government is 
offering to them and to their loved ones 
at least a reasonable measure of justice, 
that will save them from becoming ob- 
jects of charity.

Council Tells of the Vast 
Work Being Done - 
in Europe. 
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Warhington, D. C., Sept. ?.—[{Special.] 
~A report on the work of the American: 
Red Cross in Europe is issued this eve- 
ning by its war council, of which Henry 
P. Davison is chairman. 

The policy of the Red Cross is to make 
detailed accounting from time to time 
to the American people, who since spring 
have subscribed over $100,000,000 to its 
funds. 


What the Red Cross Is Doing. 

A summarized statement from Chair- 
man Davison on behalf of the war coun- 
cil follows: 

“The war. council of the American 
Red Cross, sinee its appointment on 
May 10, appropriated up to and includ- 
ing Aug. 31 the sum. of $12,339,681.87 for 
work in Europe, of which $10,692,601 is 
for use in France. 

“The general lines of activity under- 
taken in France by the American Red 
Cross have been determined after a 
careful survey of the situation by the 
Red Cross commission. The purposes 
may be outlined as follows: | 

1. To establish and maintain hos- 
pitals for soldiers in the American 
army in France. > 

2. To establish and maintain can- 
teens, rest houses, recreation huts, 
and other means of supplying the 

American soldiers with such com- 

forts and recreation as the army au- 

thorities may approve. 


Canteens at Front. 
| 3. To establish and maintain in 
France canteens, rest houses, recrea- 
_ tion huts, and other means of sup- 
plying comforts and recreation for 
the soldiers in the armies of our 
allies. , 

4. To distribute hospital equipment 
and supplies of all kinds to military 
‘hospitals for soldiers of the Amer- 
ican or allied armies. 

5. To engage in civilian relief, in- 
cluding: 

{a] The care and education of 
destitute children; 
[b] Care of mutilated soldiers; 

[c}] Care of sick and disabled sol- 

diers; 

i: ; {d] Relief work in the devastated 

1 areas of France and Belgium, such 
as furnishing to the inhabitants of 
these districts agricultural imple- 
ments, household goods, foods, 
clothing, and such temporary shel- 
ter as will enable them to return 
to their homes; 

{e!’To provide relief for and 
guard against the increase of tuber- 
culosis. 

~ 6. To furnish relief for soldiers and 
civilians held as prisoners by the 
enemy and to give assistance to such 
civilians as are returned to France 
from time to time from the parts of 
Belgium and France held by the en- 
emy. : . 
7. To supply financial assistance to 
committees, societies, or individuals 
allied with the American Red Croas 
and carrying on relief work in Eu- 


rope.

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Bright Sayings: 
. of the Children 


HE longing for crisp, fresh vege- 
tables and attractive flowers and 
foliage is even keener in winter 
when all outdoors is bleak and 
dormant. It fs well to bear in mind 
then that the pleasures and _achieve- 
ments of the home garden are by no 
means restricted to a few brief months 
of balmy summer. 

Vegetables can be. grown outdoors to 
provide the table with greene till Christ- 
mas. Others may be forced in any av- 
erage basement to carry us through till 
spring. There are beautiful house plants 
which lend themselves peculiarly to win- 
ter culture without the aid of green- 
houses and conservatories, with just 
such facilities as are found in every 
city apartment or suburban cottage. 
Though the garden work is only well 
advanced, and much remains to be done, 
the preparations for the coming win- 
ter an@ spring must now begin to engage 
our attention. The first is the sowing 
in the cold frame, which need be noth- 
ing more than the spent hotbed of last 
spring. Indoor window boxes may also 
be used for this purpose, on the sunny 
side of the house, if extremes of heat 
and cold can be guarded against, and 
there is prevision for ventilation when 
circumstances warrant it. A space over 
a steam radiator is not suitable.
